AAF CONVALESCENT PROGRAM 


ioneering in this field, in December, 
P 1942, the Army Air Forces estab- 
lished a convalescent program for the 
ordinary sick soldier in the station hos- 
pital, designed to return him to duty not 
only in first class physical condition but 
with a period of training behind him in- 
stead of enforced idleness. 

The Convalescent Training Program, 
which has been in operation at AAF hos- 
pitals for over 16 months, has a remark- 
able record of reconditioning, utilizing 
convalescent time to the utmost and re- 
turning men to duty or starting them on 
the road to civilian life with a definite 
objective and a well laid groundwork of 
training. Now in operation at all AAI 
station hospitals and at convalescent cen- 
ters in strategic locations throughout the 
United States, the program is of the ut- 
most flexibility and meets the require- 
ments of the individual not only with 
carefully planned physical training in 
keeping with his condition but with train- 
ing along lines which he has followed or 
will follow in the future. 

Under the program the average patient 
at an AAF station hospital engages in 
light exercise of some type within 48 
hours after an operation. As he im- 
proves, the strenuousness of his exercise 
increases until he is taking part in com- 
petitive sports, It is not unusual to see 
men with an arm or leg still in a cast 
playing volleyball or softball, thus avoid- 
ing the atrophy of unused muscles which 
would accompany the usual idle period of 
convalescence.

Training centers now give full 
credit and recognition to the military 
training gained in this way. Thus, the 
patient has had no period of mental idle 
hess. If in a training phase when hos- 
pitalized he continues his studies under 
special instructors, themselves often 
patients, he quite possibly may return 
to Cuty on the same training level as the 
othr men of his squadron, 

The hospitalized soldier differs from 
the hospitalized civilian in that there 
is no period of “taking it easy” after 
leaving the hospital. He must remain 
there until able to assume his regular 
duties, Not only is this lengthy period 
utilized to the fullest extent but the com- 
bin i physical training and study has been 
found to result in shortened periods of 
convalescence, a reduction in hospital re- 
admissions by sending men back to duty 
in hetter physical condition, and often in 
elimination of the necessity of sick leave. 
The result of the teaching is an increase 
in the soldier’s military knowledge and 
in his general knowledge.

Overseas Furloughs 

A plan whereby key personnel. both of- 
ficers and enlisted men, whose jobs are of 
a nature which makes them in a measure 
indispensable in overseas theaters may be 
granted non-emergency leaves and fur- 
loughs to visit their homes in the United 
States and then return to their assign- 
ment overseas, was announced 5 May. 

Theater commanders in all but the Cen- 
tral Pacific and European theaters will 
be authorized to grant to key personnel 
non-emergency leaves and furloughs with- 
in the rotation quotas for their theaters. 

The War Department pointed out, how- 
ever, that personnel returned for these 
non-emergency leaves and _ furloughs, 
while distinct from personnel returned 
under the rotation plan, will be included 
in quotas for overseas theaters under 
present rotation policies and will not in- 
crease the number of men returned to 
this country. 

Personnel returned under the rotation 
plan are not ordered overseas again un- 
til they have performed duty in the 
United States. Personnel granted non- 
emergency leaves and furloughs will not 
serve in the United States, but will be re- 
turned to their overseas jobs. 

The period of the leave or furlough 
will provide for travel to and from the 
port and allow three weeks at home. 

At present, not more than one per cent 
of the military strength of any theater 
may be returned in any month for pur- 


| poses of rotation or leaves and furlough. 








Study Promotion Law Change 

A Navy—Marine Corps—Coast Guard 
board will be assembled to study the 
necessity of changes to the temporary 
promotion act of 24 July 1941, the Navy 
Department informed the House Naval 
Affairs Committee this week. 

The department’s announcement ac- 
companied a request to the committee not 
to consider any piecemeal amendments to 
the act until the matter could be studied 
thoroughly. 

Representative Izak, of Calif., on 10 
Jan. had introduced a bill, H.R. 3908, 
providing that retired officers recalled to 
active duty and temporarily promoted 
should upon return to inactive status be 
given highest rank held while on active 
duty with retired pay of such rank. 

Opposing action on the bill, Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal told the 
committee : 

“The proposed amendment is considered 
defective in several respects. It apparently 
would authorize retirement pay bused on 
service in a higher rank whether or not the 
service in such rank of the officer concerned 
has been satisfactory. Under existing law 
simple advancement on the retired list with- 
out increased pay is conditioned upon satis- 
factory service. It would also make unneces- 
sary the special provisions of Section 8 of 
the Act and the provisions of the Act of 30 
June, 1942, which amended the Act of 24 July, 
1941. The proposed amendment would be in- 
consistent with the second proviso of section 
10 of the Act of 24 July, 1041. Finally the 
proposed amendment does not specify the 
rate of retired pay.

Extra Pay for Combat 
Considered in Senate 


With the Army and Navy now in agree- 
ment on 19 amendments to the service pay 
act pending before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee this week indi- 
cated that it will favor 50 per cent addi- 
tional flving pay for glider crewmen and 
will explore the possibility of 50 per cent 
additional combat pay for all service per- 
sonnel actually in action. 

The glider pay bill, introduced 23 
March by Representative Powers, of N. 7 
was considered briefly by the House 
group on 2 May. following receipt of a 
report from the War Department that it 
has changed its mind and now favors 
flying pay for glider soldiers. 

Action was deferred on the bill pend- 
ing the appearance of expert witnesses 
from the War Department. Representa- 
tive Sparkman, of Ala., asked the wit- 
nesses to be ready to testify on a propo- 
sal to pay additional “fight pay” to troops 
actually in combat. 

Bills providing “fight pay” at the same 
rate as that provided for airmen and 
submarine crews have been introduced 
in the House and Senate by Representa- 
tive Weiss, Pa., and Senator Tobey, N. 
H., respectively. 

In the Senate committee there is pend- 
ing the House-approved Merritt bill 
which amends the pay act to credit war- 
rant officers and enlisted men with all 
the types of service that officers may 
count for pay purposes. The bill also al- 
lows service in the former Medical Re- 
serve Corps to be counted for pay. 

The Senate Committee is considering 
making the bill the vehicle for all the 
pending pay act amendments, instead of 
handling them piecemeal. Some of these 


| amendments have been proposed by Sena- 


tors: others have been worked out jointly 
by the Army, Navy Marine Corps and 


Coast Guard. 


The amendments include: 

Crediting service at the Military, Na- 
val and Coast Guard Academies for pay 
purposes, 

Making permanent the present credit- 
ing of prior enlisted service to officers. 

Extending the definition of “parent” in 
the pay act to permit officers te draw al- 
lowances for dependents for relatives 
who stood in loci parentis if they are in 
fact dependent. At present allowances 
may be drawn only for dependent natural 
parents, 

Permitting Naval and Marine Reserve 
enlisted men who “ship over” into the 
regular forces after the war to draw en- 


| listment allowance for the reserve service. 


Permitting women _ reservists  dis- 
charged as minors to be paid transporta- 
tion home. 

The House committee this week re- 
g amendment a bill, 
S. 1348, which will reduce—not increase 
—the pay of a few enlisted personnel. 

The bill provides that the daily allow- 
ance payable on account of dependents 
who are at present prevented from living 
with enlisted men shall be “at the gen- 
eral rate provided for continental United 
States.”

Would Protect Nat. Gd. Status 


Opposition to any revision of the 
United States Military Establishment 
which would alter the present status of 
the National Guard as a first-line defense 
component, under State control in time 
of peace, was voiced this week by 140 
leaders of the National Guard Associa- 
tion of the United States and the Ad- 
jutants General Association of the United 
States. 

The combined associations also stated 
as a matter of policy: “That the Con- 
gress should not at this time, and should 
not until this war is far more advanced 
toward final victory than is now the case, 
reach definite decisions nor make final 
legislative commitments concerning the 
post-war military establishment and its 
system of executive control.” 

The declaration was directed toward 
the War Department’s proposal last week 
to the House Select Post War Military 
Policy Committee that legislation be en- 
acted immediately looking toward an 
amalgamation of the War and Navy De- 
partments after the war, or possibly after 
the European phase of the war. 

Keynote of the convention, meeting in 
saltimore 3 to 6 May, was set. by Gov- 
ernor O’Conor of Maryland who declared: 

“Any attempts, direct or indirect, to 
program a military picture for the post- 
war era that does not include a strong, 
efficient National Guard, such as we had 
during the years prior to World War I 
and II, must be fought with all the vigor 
and all the intelligence that the States 
can muster.” 

The assembled National Guard officials 
further asserted: 

“The National Defense Act of 1920, as sub- 
Sequently amended, providing for a _ three- 
component Army of the United States .. . is 
sound in basie principle, and any post-war 
military establishment should be in conform- 
ity thereto and any system of universal mili- 
— training should be integrated there- 
with 
“That the National Guard of the United 
States shall be the chief agency for peace- 
time training and in the event of the adop- 
tion of a system of universal military train 
ing in time of peace that proper provision be 
made for the enrollment of such Selective 
Service personnel in the NGUS in such num- 
bers as may be determined. . . . 

“That the NGUS shatl have a federal status 
at all times and that it shall be organized 
under the militia clauses of the Constitution, 
reserving to the States the control of their 
respective military establishments in time of 
peace, 

“That the National Guard . Shall not 
only be represented on the planning section 
of the War Department General Staff but 
shall be represented on all sections thereof 
and that such representatives shall be truly 
representative.” 

Opening the four-day convention, Gov- 
ernor O’Conor reminded the officers of 
the contributions made by the National 
Guard to the defense of the Nation in the 
present war and throughout its history. 

“The States are at the crossroads with 
regard to their military future,” he de- 
clared, pointing to proposed military re- 
organizations. 

The States must have strong, trained 
forces to cope with any internal emer- 





gency. “Use of federal troops to put 
down disorder within the States is a last 
resort justified only by the absolute in- 
ability of State authority to meet the sit- 
uation. It is a confession of weakness 
no State will ever want to make,” 
Following off-the-record addresses by | 


Mr. Ray Murphy, past National com- 
mander of the American Legion; Maj. 
Gen. Philip Hayes, commanding general 
of the 3rd Service Command; Brig. Gen. 
John Van B. Metts, North Carolina; and 
Mayor McKeldin of Baltimore, the pres- 
ident of the combined associations, Maj. 
yen. Ellard A. Walsh, of Minn., declared 
it “inconceivable” that there be carried 
out “the intention of certain high officials 
in the War Department and others to 
eliminate the National Guard from any 
place in the post-war military system or 
to relegate it to a purely defense status.”

Gen. Francis Petrott, Adjutant General 
of Maryland; Maj. Gen, John F. Wil- 
liams, Acting Chief of the National 
Guard Bureau; Maj. Gen. Henry D.

Gen. Edward Martin, 
Governor of Pennsylvania, Brig, Gen. 
William R. Tompkins, director of the 
Special Planning Division, War Depart- 
ment General Staff; Col. S. Perry Brown, 
representing the National Commander of 
the American Legion; and Lt. Gen. 
Hugh A. Drum, USA-Ret., Commander 
of the New York Guard and former Com- 
manding General First Army and East- 
ern Defense Command. 





Permanent General Promotions 


A motion to restore the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee’s standing subcommittee 
on nominations—a move that may delay 
indefinitely any permanent general officer 
appointments—will be submitted by him 
to the committee on Tuesday, 9 May, 
Senator Johnson, of Colo., declared this 
week. 

Senator Johnson’s decision to enter the 
motion followed complaints by Senator 
Chandler, of Ky., chairman of the old 
standing subcommittee on nominations, 
that the full committee’s decision to 
abolish the standing committee and to 
parcel out nominations in the future to 
special three-man committees was taken 
while he was out of the city. 

Senator Chandler is not expected to 
be in Washington on Tuesday. 

Two members of the old five-man stand- 
ing committee, Senator Kilgore, W. Va., 
and Wallgren, Wash., favor suspension 
of all permanent general officer promo- 
tions during the war. Senator Chandler 
has declared that he will not vote for 
advancement of Lt. Gen. George S. Pat- 
ton (col., Cav.) to -permanent rank of 
major general. 

If the old subcommittee is reestab- 
lished and the nominations of General 
Patton and 13 other officers for perma- 
nent promotion to general officer ranks 
are referred to it, the promotions may 
therefore be held up during the war. 

The 14 nominations were submitted by 
the President last October. 


Willkie for Navy Sec. 


Rumors were current in Washington 
this week that Wendell Willkie, former 
republican candidate for presidency, may 
be tendered the office of Secretary of the 
Navy to succeed the late Frank Knox. 

Those close to Mr. Willkie, however, 
are inclined to believe that if the post 
were offered to him he would decline.

General MacArthur’s Statement 

As was to have been expected, General 
Douglas MacArthur this week issued a 
formal statement disavowing his candi- 
dacy for president with the unequivocable 
words: “I do not covet it, nor would I 
accept it.” 

In the past General MacArthur has re- 
peatedly said that his interest is in get- 
ting on with the War and not in polities. 
Defeat of the Japanese and the libera- 
tion of the Philippines are his only aims. 

His statement read: 

“On my return from the Hollandia opera 
tions, | have had brought to my attention a 
number of newspaper articles professing in 
the strongest terms a widespread public 
opinion that it is detrimental to our war ef- 
fort to have an officer in high position, on 
active service at the front, considered for 
nomination for the office of President. 

“T have on several occasions announced 
that I was not a candidate for the position. 
Nevertheless, in view of these circumstances, 
in order to make my position entirely un- 
equivocal, I request that no action be taken 
that would link my name in any way with 
the nomination. 

“IT do not covet it, nor would I accept it.”

Ban Seersucker Sale 


With the Women’s Reserves of both the 
Navy and the Coast Guard competing in 
the same markets for summer uniforms, 
the Navy Department on 24 April pro- 
hibited, until further notice, the sale by 
retail outlets of any uniform clothing 
and gear to Spars. 

Spars who previously had ordered uni- 
forms from civilian concerns will be able 
to obtain them, it is understood. Other 
Spars must buy their seersuckets through 
the lecal service clothing lockers. These 
lockers are reported to have very low 





stocks. 

In order to reduce quantities of sum- 
mer clothing needed by Waves, and make 
such clothing available to Spars as soon 
as possible, civilian concerns have been 
ordered to sell only two uniforms to any 
one Wave. 

The Navy and Coast Guard set up sep- 
arate clothing procurement services for 
their Women’s Reserves several months 
ago.

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Legion Backs Post-War Navy 


Maintenance after this war of an 
American Navy “strong enough to meet 


any adversary or combination of ad- 
yersaries” was advocated by the Na- 
tional Executive Committee of the 


American Legion meeting this week in 
Washington for the first time in 20 
years. 

The committee also voted the award 
at the Chicago 1944 national convention 
of the Legion’s distinguished service 
medal to General H. H. Arnold, com- 
manding general, Army Air Forces, and 
to Henry Ford, and, posthumously, to 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox. 

Other action taken by the committee 
included : 

Advoeated “full freedom of the air as well 
as of the sea” for the United States, its allies 
and “other freedom-loving nations. 

Warned against sentiments for appease- 
ment with Germany and Japan. 

Immediate hiring of a full-time 

iployment director. ; 
onte-affirmed support of the Austin-W ads- 
worth national service bill and the principle 
of universal service in time of war. — ; 

Endorsed legislation to grant citizenship 
to alien members of the armed forces w ho 
have entered service subsequent to 1 Sept. 
1943, and to strengthen and standardize edu- 
cational requirements for naturalization. 

Called for condemnation of individuals 
and groups that advocate peace at this time 
except on a basis of unconditional surrender 
of our enemies. - 

Suggested the making of government medi 
cal supplies available to Legion disaster re- 
lief units in cases of public disasters, 

Approved the immediate launching of a na- 
tionwide campaign to raise an endowment 
fund of at least $10,000,000, the income from 
which is to be used for the promotion of 
greater appreciation of the value of “the 
American way of life.” : 

Virtually cleared Representative Hamilton 
Fish of New York of charges he misused his 
congressional frank by approving the find- 
ings of a special sub-committee that the na- 
tional convention resolution condemning 
Fish, adopted by the Omaha national cen- 
vention in 1943, was based on insufficient evi- 
dence, and referring the entire case to the 
next national convention for reconsideration. 

Re-affirmed the status of The American

of the confusion likely to result from at- 
tempts to modify individual sections of the 
Act of 24 July, 1941, without considering 
their relationship to other sections of that 
law and other laws, including the Pay Read- 
justment Act of 1942. Experience has indi- 
cated that certain sections of the Act of 24 
July, 1941 may be in need of amendment and 
it is felt that the entire matter should be 
made the subject of a thorough study. 

“With this idea in mind, arrangements 
ave been made to convene a board of Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard officers to 
make a study of this matter and to submit 
recommendations as to desirable remedial 
legislation. 

“Pending the submission of the recommen- 
dations of the board, the Navy Department 
recommends that action on H. R. 3908 be 
held in abeyance. If it is not feasible to hold 
the bill in abeyance, the Navy Department 
recommends against its enactment.”

Single Defense Dept. 


The House Select Committee on Post 
War Military Policy suspended hearings 
this week after hearing Under Secretary 
of the Navy Forrestal and Vice Adm. 
R. S, Edwards, Chief of Staff te Admiral 
King, testify late last week in opposi- 
tion an immediate consolidation of the 
War and Navy Departments under a 
single head. 

Hearings will be resumed on Monday, 
S May, with nine Navy officias scheduled 
to present their views during the week. 

Mr. Forrestal’s formal statement of 
opposition to the immediate amalgama- 
tion of the armed services was published 
in the 29 April issue of the ArRMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL, 

Mr. Forrestal told the committee that 
“every witness that has appeared from 
the Army” has assumed “that air power 


must form a separate and_= distinct 
braneh of our military services—sep- 
arate and distinct to the extent that 


the Army and Navy are separate and 
distinct.” This view, he said, one 
entirely foreign to the naval concept of 
its mission and functions,

Opposes Single Dept. Now 
“On the question whether or not there 
should be an attempt now to secure Jegis- 
lation creating a siugle Department of 
War. the Navy is definitely in opposi- 
tion.” he continued. 


Following conclusion of Mr. For- 
restal’s statement, Chairman Woodrum 
declared : 

“I'm disappoointed that the Navy 


doesn’t feel that the experiences of this 

country have not demonstrated the wis- 

dom of one department.”

Must Retain Joint Chiefs 

“The Joint Chiefs of Staff is function- 

ing in the same way as the Joint Board,” 


Admiral Edwards added. “It would not 
require legislation to continue it with 
its present authority.” 

“It would be difficult for the Joint 


Chiefs of Staff to exercise its authority 
over two departments,” commended Mr. 
Wadsworth. 

Declaring that unity of command has 
been achieved at the combat level and, 
with the Joint Chiefs of Staff. at the 
highest level. Representative Maas, of 
Minn., charged that in the administra- 
tion between those levels “there has been 
no streamlining whatever.” 

Representative Andrews, of New York, 
asked Mr. Forrestal to comment on the 
duplications between the War and Navy 
Departments which were pointed out 
earlier by Under Secretary of War Pat- 
terson, 

Mr. Forrestal admitted that there 
were many duplications, but said there 
were duplications within such a large 
organization the Navy itself, and 
probably also in the Army. 

“Puplications won’t be prevented by 
dumping the departments together,” he 
continued.

Defends Duplications 

“Duplications in some instances have 
proved wise, particularly in ordnance 
and aircraft research. A friendly com- 
petition is healthful,” he went on, stat- 
ing that separate Navy research had 
given the Navy its dive bomber and the 
improved air-cooled aircraft engine. 

He added that his present appearance 
before the committee was as the repre- 
sentative of the Secretary of the Navy 
giving the Navy’s broad views. Later, 
he said, he will review the business op- 
erations of the department that fall 
under him as Under Secretary. Mr. For- 


restal is tentatively scheduled to return 
on 11 May.

“Like all other officers of the armed 
services,” Admiral Edwards said, “I am 
fully in accord with the idea of investi- 
gating thoroughy the present organiza- 
tion, with a view to effecting any changes 
that may be necessary to improve the 
efficiency of the armed forces. 

“However, I do subscribe to the 
theory that the investigation should 
start with the assumption that the 
answer to the problem can be found 
only in a single department. I believe 
that the exploration should be objective, 
starting from basic facts and leading up 
to a solution which may. may not, 
prove to be the merger of all forces into 
one organization.”

General White Testifies 
In a statement prepared for the com- 
mittee, Maj. Gen. Miller G. White, As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, G-1, attacked the 
“dual and conflicting procedures” of per- 
sonnel procurement “that were permitted 
to continue throughout the last war and 

in this war until the end of 142. 


“Since then we have demonstrated,” 
he declared, “that joint procurement is 


possible and practicable,” 
Admiral Edwards’ Statement 

Admiral Edwards said: 

“IT do not think that there is urgency to 
reach a decision. The immediate need is to 
get along with the war. The present or 
ganization is producing effective results and 
it would be a grave mistake to introduce at 
this time an experimental reorganization 
which could but interfere with the progress 
of operations. No exploration of the advis 
ability of any proposed changes in organiza 
tion ean be complete without the testimony 
of those high commanders in the Army and 
the Navy who at the present moment are 
fully occupied in war operations in the field. 
They could not be brought here at this time 
if’ the‘ war is to continue’ successfully 
Further, any reorganization decided upon at 
this time would be based upon experience 
in a war that is not yet in its final phase, 
so that what may seem good from an or 
ganizational standpoint today might not 
seem so good when we have gained footholds 


in enemy vital areas and the nature of the 
fighting changes. *** 

“This war has demonstrated that the 
armed forces necessary for securing and 


maintaining control of sea communications 
and denying them to the enemy must be 
composed of thoroughly integrated ship and 
air elements. The lesssons of the war indi 
cate that this development of forces devoted 
to the accomplishment of sea objectives re 
quires years to become effective. Such a de 
velopment has taken place in our own Navy, 
and in the Japanese Navy. In the British 
Navy the procedure followed was to develop 
a separate air service and later to graft it 
on to an established surface Navy. This 
process would probably have met with re- 
sults serious to the British Empire but for 
the fact that the American Navy entered the 


Pacific war as an ally of Great Britain at 
the same time that the Japanese Navy be 
e+ 


came an enemy. 


“It is well to consider some of the factors 
that go into the functional development of 
new weapons, such as the submarine and 
the airplane. The submarine arm and _ its 
personnel have always been completely a 
part of the Navy. In the beginning this 


process may or may not have interfered with 
its functional development, but the process 
did ensure its complete integration with the 
naval service as a whole, and kept the naval 
service, as a whole, thoroughly alive not only 
to its coordinated employment, but to the 
necessity for measures to be taken in pre 
tection against enemy submarine attack. In 
this respect, the developments in the Japa- 
nese, British, and United States Navies are 
quite similar. War results indicate’ the 
functional development of the United States 
submarine has proved very successful. * * * 

“In the Navy there is no separate air ser- 
vice, but the Navy procedure does provide 
for specialization and functional development 
of the naval air arm, This method has served 
to develop in the naval service, as a whole, 
air-mindedness, and has kept the naval 
aviation element naval-minded. At the same 
time it has promoted the development of 
counter-measures against air attack.”

For example, two men may be serving 
in Alaska. One is based on shore, the 
other on a ship whose home port is Se- 
attle Both wives may be living in Se- 
attle. The man on shore receives $2 a day 
on account of his wife; the man aboard 
ship receives $1.30 a day. Under the bill, 
both would receive $1.30, or whatever is 
the currently prescribed allowance. 

Justifying its reversed stand on flight 
pay for glider crews, the Secretary of 
War told the House committee: 


“In the past, the War Department has not 
favored extra pay for glider troops. How- 
ever, a study of conditions surrounding the 
training and combat employment of glider 
personnel indicates that such a policy should 
no longer be followed. The training of a 
glider soldier requires many hours of flight 
in a non-powered aircraft still in experi- 
mental stages of development and subject to 
all the hazards peculiar to other aircraft 
with the sole exception of fire in crash land- 
ings. He normally participates in flights at 
night rather than by day and must land in 
unprepared fields where natural and arti- 
ficial obstacles create numerous hazards to 
his life and safety. 

“Even though he may be equipped with a 
parachute, usual flight altitudes for gliders 
in training and in combat are such that a 
glider soldier would not have an opportunity 
to use it in the event of an emergency. 

“The War Department considers’ that 
glider soldiers should be entitled to increased 
pay on the same basis as those persons who 
participate regularly and frequently in aerial 
flights as defined by the President.” 





Pay to Blood Donors 

It is the present policy, it has been 
learned, to pay Army enlisted person- 
nel in theaters of operations the sum 
of $10 for each pint of blood given for 
use as whole blood in blood banks. 

A recent dispatch received from the 
Fifth Army in Italy tells of a corporal 
who went to a field hospital and offered 
his blood and upon receiving a $10 pay 
voucher in payment for it contacted the 
American Red Cross field director for 
the Fifth Army and. contributed the 
money to the Red Cross. -

Chaplains As General Officers 


In reporting H.R. 3604, a bill author- 
izing the appointment of chaplains as 
general officers of the Army of the United 
States, the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee recommended language, offered 
by the War Department which provides 
that the chief of chaplains may be pro- 
moted to the grade of major general and 
that other chaplains may be appointed 
as temporary general officers not above 
the grade of major general in such num- 
bers as may be recommended by the 
Secretary of War. 

The original bill contained only an in- 
definite authority for promotion of chap- 
lains to general officer grades. The sub- 
stitute recommended by the committee 
provides. 

“That, notwithstanding any other pro- 
vision of law, during the present war and for 
6 months thereafter, the President shall be 
authorized to appoint by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, the Chief of 
Chaplains to the temporary rank of major 
general, and chaplains as temporary general 
officers not above the grade of major general 
in such numbers as may be recommended by 
the Secretary of War. All officers so appointed 
shall be commissioned in the Army of the 
United States and shall receive the pay and 
allowances of the grade to which temporarily 
appointed: Provided, That any appointment 
made under the provisions of this Act may 
be vacated at any time by the President, and,, 
if not sooner vacated, shall continue during 
the present war and 6 months thereafter.” 

It is likely that the rank of brigadier 
general or major general will be given to 
at least the following four chaplains— 
the deputy chief of chaplains, and the 
senior chaplains in the Southwest Pacific, 


Europe and Africa. 





Officer Sentenced by Court 


Lt. Col. Edward Gordon, jr., pleaded 
guilty in New York Federal Court to 
eharges of defrauding the Government 
and was sentenced to three years’ impris- 
onment last week. 

The scheme said to be admitted by Col- 
onel Gordon was the sale of a tugboat and 
four barges to a concern serving the Gov- 
ernment on a cost-plus-fixed-fee basis. He 
was said to have obtained the craft for 
$55,000 and sold them for $112,000. Five 
others are also defendants in the case. 





WAC Instructor at Leavenworth 


For the first time in Army history, a 
woman has been appointed instructor at 
the Command and General Staff School, 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans. Maj. Mary Bell, 
until recently WAC Staff Director in the 
Seventh Service Command, arrived in 
April to take over her duties as instruc- 
tor to officers ranking from captain up. 
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Enjoins Political Impartiality 
In instructions sent to all command- 
ers both in the United States and over- 


seas, the War Department has prescribed | 


a policy of impartiality in the dissemina- 
tion of political information. Title V of 
the Federal Voting Law, an amendment 
to the Hatch Act, prohibits the use of 
Federal funds or sponsorship to influence 
the armed forces in voting in Federal 
elections. 

The AGO letter 
27 April, states: 

“The purpose of Title V 
dissemination by the Federal Government, 
including the Army, to members of the 
armed forces of political argument or politi- 
cal propaganda, paid for or sponsored by the 
Federal Government and designed or calcu- 
lated to affect the result of any election for 
specified Federal offices. The Title’s basic 
concept is that Federal funds or sponsorship 
should not be used to influence the armed 
forces in Federal elections.” 

The law permits rebroadcasts of polit- 
ical speeches over Government controlled 
stations provided equal time is given each 
party. Sale or distribution of magazines 
and newspapers by organizations of the 
Army will be made on the basis of a sci- 
entific survey of soldier preference. The 
statute does not prohibit the delivery to 
soldiers of books of general circulation 
owned by the Army prior to 31 March, 
1944, or acquired by the Army other than 
by purchase after that date, irrespective 
of their prohibited political character ; 
such books purchased after that date, 
provided they are not of prohibited char- 
acter, and books not of general circula- 
tion meeting the same provision. Motion 
pictures furnishing news coverage must 
also be impartial. 


Col. Sarnoff in England 

Col. David Sarnoff, in civilian life 
president of the Radio Corporation of 
America, has been placed on active duty 
and appointed special consultant to the 
communications branch of the Public Re- 
lations Office, a London dispatch, 27 April, 
states. The announcement was made by 
the supreme headquarters of the Allied 
Expeditionary Force. 

The branch to which Colonel Sarnoff is 
attached is composed of highly trained 
experts in radio and all other communi- 
eations media. 

Col. BE. M. Kirby, chief of the Radio 
Branch, Bureau of Public Relations, in 
Washington, D. C., was recently in Lon- 
don where he conferred with Colonel 
Sarnoff.

To confer the right to command within 
the entire Medical Department of the 
Army on officers of the Dental Corps, the 
Senate Military Affairs Commitee has re- 
ported S. 1809, the bill that provides for 
granting that authority. 

Present law permits dentists to com- 
mand only withn their own branch of the 
Medical Department. Enactment of this 
legislation would, it is claimed, permit 
more flexible operation and administra- 
tion of the Medical Department, by plac. 
ing the officers of the Dental Corps on the 
same command status as all other officers 
of that department.

E need not wait upon the verdict of History to determine the place Frank Knox 

will occupy in the Hall of Naval fame. That place his deeds have set for him. 
When he assumed the post of Secretary of the Navy, Germany had overrun Poland, the 
Low Countries and France, and was moving to conquer England, and the British 
Navy which had suffered heavy losses, no longer controlled the sea. From across the 
Atlantic loomed the threat that America would be the next victim, and we were, 
unhappily, in no state to avert it. Recognizing the peril, Congress authorized a two- 
ocean Navy, and to develop it there was laid down the greatest program of all times. 
It was at this moment, Mr. Knox entered upon office. With the rare ability he pos- 
sessed as an organizer, he quickly moved the Navy Department into high pitch, and 
with marvelous rapidity ships of all types rolled off the ways. Simultaneously, he 
acted to obtain the crews for the vessels and to train them. Devoted to Aviation, 
he spurred the development of this arm of the Service. Because he was loyal to his 
subordinates, they became loyal to him, with the result that he had the Department 
working as an efficient team, and our growing Fleets becoming the units of power 
they are today. Knowing that properly to administer the Navy, he must see it in 
actual operation, he flew to the distant stations, and many changes in personnel and 
many improvements in administration and operations resulted. His authority from 
the President was actual. It was he who submitted the name of Admiral Kimmel 
to the Commander-in-Chief for assignment to command the United States Fleet, and 
it was he who recommended after a flight to Pearl Harbor, that that officer be re- 
lieved. It was he who selected Admiral Nimitz, and many other commanders of 
squadrons and Fleets. Worn out by service to his country, proud of the achieve- 
ments of the Navy, certain of victory, he has fallen as a casualty in this grim strug- 
gle. We cannot reward him for what he has done, although posthumously he should 
be awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. But we can remember him for his 
love of country and for the service he rendered to it, and the Navy can look upon 
him as an example of faith and patriotism and loyalty for the present and futur 
generations to emulate. 7 : 


ITH the determination of the members of the National Guard Association, 

meeting in Baltimore, that the identity of that component of the Armed 
Forces be retained in the National Defense organization we shall have after the war, 
there should be general agreement. The States of the Union are entitled to and 
must have their own military units for internal use. The dual status which the 
National Guard of the United States has held as State units and at the same time as 
reserve components of the Federal forces which may be called upon to defend the 
country in emergencies, has proved to be efficient and economical for the States as 
well as for the Federal government. When the President exercised his emergency 
powers in 1940 and called the National Guard into Federal Service the size of the 
active Army was increased by 18 Infantry Divisions, 74 Infantry regiments, 54 
Field Artillery Regiments, 18 Engineer Regiments, 18 Quartermaster Regiments, and 
18 Medical Regiments. Today National Guard units are fighting all over the world. 
While the locations of many are still in a restricted status, announcement has been 
made of three National Guard Divisions in Italy, the 34th (Iowa, Minn., S. D. and 
N. D.), 36th (Texas), and the 45th (Colo., Okla., N. M., and Ariz.) in New Guinea 
there is the 32nd (Mich. and Wisc.) ; the 27th (N. Y.) is in the Gilberts; the 37th 
(Ohio) is in Bougainville, while the 48rd (Me., Conn., R. L, and Vt.) is on New 
Georgia where, at Munda, it established what is believed to be an all time record 
for continuous combat—84 consecutive days. Individual officers, commissioned and 
trained in the National Guard, hold high positions in the War Department’s or- 
ganization. One, Maj. Gen. Miller G. White, formerly of the Georgia National Guard, 
is Assistant Chief of the War Department General Staff in charge of personnel. 
When the War is over the National Guard units will be returned to their states. 
But because of the great changes in personnel, there will have to be much work along 
the lines of organization and reorganization to reestablish them on a firm basis. Lt. 
Gen. Hugh A. Drum, USA-Ret., who is heading the State Guard of New York, believes 
that the State Guard can be used as a basis for the new units. The main point is 
that in the studies now under way for the post-war military policy there should be 
a clearly defined place for the National Guard.

U. 8S. AIR FORCES IN EUROPE 
26 April 

Photographs made during attacks by US 
Eighth Air Force heavy bombers yester- 
day indicate good results on three enemy 
airdromes in France and on railway mar- 
shaling yards at Mannheim and Landau in 
Germany. 

At Metz, concentrations of high explosives 
foul on workshops in two hangar areas. The 
airdrome’s largest four-bay hangar and five 
of six hangars in another area were hit. 
Fragmentation bombs laid across the land- 
ing field damaged or destroyed fifteen enemy 
aircraft. 

At Dijon, concentrations fell among air- 
drome station buildings and in the adminis- 
tration block barracks area. Hits were made 
on six of eight hangars. Workshops and 
barracks in another area were damaged and 
several fires left burning. Three aircraft 
were damaged or destroyed on the ground. 

At Nancy, a large triple-bay hangar and 
workshops were hit and a heavy concentra- 
tion of bombs dropped in the barracks area. 
Two air¢raft on the ground were damaged or 
destroyed. 

At Mannheim hits were made on a west- 
ern choke point of the city’s important mar- 
shaling yards by one formation. Seven of 
nine buildings in an adjoining anti-aircraft 
site near the yards were demolished. 

At Landau, northwest of Karisruhe, a con- 
centration of -high explosives covered the 
freight station and tracks. 

Without losing a bomber or being attacked 
by enemy fighters, medium-sized forces of 
B-17 Flying Fortresses and B-24 Liberators 
of the Eighth Air Force attacked industrial 
targets in the Brunswick area and elsewhere 
in western Germany today. 

The flight was made through considerable 
heavy clouds, and only one formation of our 
bombers reported seeing any enemy aircraft. 
None of our fighter escort made any contact 
with the enemy. 

The escort consistéd of strong forces of 
P-51 Mustangs, P-38 Lightnings and P-47 
Thunderbolts of the Eighth and Ninth Air 
Forces and RAF Mustangs of the Second 
Tactical Air Force. 

Some of our fighters also attacked enemy 
airfields in France this morning. Bombs 
were dropped through overcast by means 
of instruments and the results could not be 
observed. Six of our fighters did not return. 
Some enemy aircraft were destroyed or dam- 
aged on the ground. 

These operations were the ninth in the last 
ten days by the Eighth Air Force and the 
nineteenth during the month of April. 

P-38 Lightnings of the Eighth Air Force 
dropped bombs on an enemy airfield in 
France this afternoon without encountering 
any enemy fighters, All fighter-bombers re- 
turned safely. 

27 April 

Strong forces of Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators of the Eighth Air Force, escorted 
by strong forces of Eighth Air Force Light- 
nings, Thunderbolts and Mustangs, attacked 
German airdromes at Nancy and Toul and 
railroad marshalling yard at Blainville and 
Chalons-sur-Marne in eastern France late 
this afternoon. 

It was the second attack of the day 
against targets by strong forces of Eighth 
Air Force heavy bombers. 

Heavy bombers of the Eighth Air Force 


made attacks on military targets in France | 


in the morning and afternoon today. 

In the morning strong forces of B-17 Fly- 
ing Fortresses and B-24 Liberators escorted 
by Eighth Air Force P47 Thunderbolts in 
medium strength bombed German military 
installations in northern France. 

In the late afternoon strong forces of 
Fortresses and Liberators escorted by 
Eighth Air Force Thunderbolts, P-38 Light- 
nings and P-51 Mustangs in strong force at- 
tacked German airdromes at Nancy and Toul 
and railroad ————s yards at Blainville 
and Chdlons-sur-Marne in eastern France. 

In addition, other formations of Light- 
nings, Thunderbolts and Mustangs of the 
Eighth Air Force carried out strafing and 
bombing attacks on airdromes in France. 

Enemy opposition was weak. Bombing re- 
sults generally were ~ good. 

hree enemy aircraft were reported shot 
down by our fighters.

28 April 

Photographs taken during and after at- 
tacks on enemy airdromes and railroad yards 
in France Thursday showed the bombing 
produced good results, 

Two large hangars at Essey airdrome at 
Nancy were destroyed and two others and 
the barracks were set afire. Sixteen enemy 
aircraft at the airdrome were destroyed or 
damaged. 

At Croix-de-Metz airdrome at Toul seven 
grounded aircraft were destroyed or dam- 
aged and hangars and barracks areas hit. 

A large explosion was noted at Chalons- 
sur-Marne railroad yards. The roundhouse 
and freight car repair shops, a choke point 
for rolling stock, were hit by a concentration 
covering the entire yard. 

At Blainville-sur-l’Eau_ railroad yards 
heavy concentrations fell across the freight 
sorting yard and car repair shop, a choke 
point for rolling stock. 

Airdromes at Ostend and Le Ceulot in Bel- 
gium were hit with fair results. At Le Ceulot 
several small hangars were destroyed. 

Bombers and fighter-bombers of the Eighth 
Air Force attacked a number of enemy tar- 
gets in various parts of France in the morn- 
ing and late afternoon today. 

B-17 Flying Fortresses escorted by P-47 
Thunderbolts and P-51 Mustangs bombed a 
German airdrome at Avord, 130 miles south 
of Paris, early in the day. Some enemy 
fighters attempted to attack the bombers, but 
fl before our escort could engage them. 
This was the only encounter with the enemy 
during the day. 

B-17’s also bombed military installations 
in the Cherbourg area during the morning. 

P-38 Lightnings about the same _ time 











bombed an aircraft repair plant at fours 
while other P-38’s and P-47’s bombed ar 
enemy airdrome southwest of Paris.

Foreign Affairs—On the eve of the “deadly climax of the war,” to quote Prime 
Minister Churchill when he addressed this week the British Commonwealth and Em- 


pire Conference, Germany has been deserted by a friend, formerly the pro-Axis Gov- | 


ernment of Spain, and has deemed it necessary to adopt a menacing attitude to- 
wards Turkey, the neutral she had desperately endeavored to bring within her orbit. 
This is the actual effect of the compliance of those two countries with Anglo-Ameri- 
can demands that they cease supplying our European enemy with critical materials 


and permitting their territory to serve it as espionage bases. In the case of Spain, | 


Berlin has deemed it necessary to accept the Franco decision to reduce the delivery 


of wolfram from 1,000 tons annually to 280 for the balance of the year, to expel desig- | 


nated Axis agents from her territory, to close the German consulate in Tangiers, to 


release five more Italian merchantmen, and to arbitrate the questions of the owner- | 
ship of two Italian merchantmen and the release of the Italian warships interned | 


in her ports. As a result of the ban by Turkey upon the export of chrome to the 
Reich, Ambassador von Papen has been recalled to Berlin ostensibly for “consulta- 
tion.” Whether there will be retaliation and what its form will be, will depend upon 
the decision of Hitler and the General Staff. As Portugal also is an exporter of 
wolfram—she has supplied half, whereas Spain provided forty per cent of this ore 
required by Germany for hardening steel—demands have been made upon her to 
stop the trade, and the indications are that she will do so. 

Aside from the effect the loss of wolfram and chrome will have on German 
production of airplane engines, armor plate, shells, tools and other war equipment, 
there are expected to be consequencés from the actions of the Spanish and Turkish 
Governments which will bear directly upon the ability of Hitler’s armed forces to 
continue the struggle. Europe will accept the changes of policy of those govern- 
ments as proof of the conviction they have reached that the United Nations will 
win the war. The Madrid Government plainly so stated in its communique announc- 
ing the agreements made. While claiming the agreements were within the limits 
of strict neutrality, their signature was justified on the ground that they took ac- 
count of “present realities.” That is to say Madrid felt that the superiority of the 
forces of the United Nations compelled abandonment of the policy of pro-Axis 
belligerency which it declared at the start of the war, and the reestablishment of

normal relations with the United States and Britain. It is also evident that General | 


Franco, in meeting Anglo-American demands, must be confident that Hitler would | 
not dare to retaliate. To invade Spain, a large Army would be necessary, and this | 


the Fuehrer could not contemplate in view of the onward march of the Red Forces, 


and the impending assaults of the Anglo-American forces massed in England and the | 


Mediterranean. So Franco, estimating the situation in the light of his knowledge of | 


German strength and that of the nations concentrating against it, deemed it was 
to Spanish interest to restore normality in his relations with the western Powers. 
In return, Spain will have greater freedom of trade with the outside world, and 
the embargo of oil levied against her has been lifted. Portugal, in alliance with 
Britain and allowing her to use the Azores as a naval base, and bound by blood 
ties with Brazil, obviously cannot be the sole remaining country of the world to 
furnish Germany with ore needed for weapons to be employed against British and 
Brazilian soldiers. When Portugal has followed the example of Spain, South 
America is expected to realize more than heretofore that German defeat must 
be accepted as inevitable. Especially to the peoples of Argentina and Bolivia, it 
will appear that their mother countries, better informed, have come to realize 
-the meaning of the handwriting on the wall, and that their own interests demand 
that their Governments cease pursuing policies which can only react to their in- 
jury both during and after the war. 

There is another aspect of the Spanish and Turkish agreements which may 
be expected to influence the remaining neutrals, Sweden, for example, and to be 
given its true weight by the Axis Governments and peoples and the populations 
of the Balkan States. Spain is at one end of the Mediterranean, Turkey at the 
other. In making the agreements with the United States and Britain, they have 
declared their recognition of the fact that power in this strategic sea has passed 
from German to United Nations control. Germany is still in occupation of Crete 
and other Greek and Italian Islands of the Aegean Sea. But her forces there face 
the prospect of attack by an Anglo-American expedition and. the possibility, as 
a result of the Ankara Government’s changed attitude, that they may be cut off 
by an advance by Turkish troops into Bulgaria. It is assumed Berlin has taken 
these dangers into account in perfecting its general defense plans. But whether 
this has been done or not, the neutral states are aware that control of the Medi- 
terranean cannot be regained by Germany, and that the United Nations are free 
to move across its waters in any direction they select. Here is a demonstration 
of power, which, Sweden, though far removed, will understand, and it will in- 
fluence her consideration of our renewed demands that she cease furnishing Ger- 
many with ball bearings and other critical war materials. 

Nor will the neutrals and our enemies lose sight of the fact that the conference 
of the British Commonwealth and the Empire in London is occurring when some of 
the former are turning on Germany and when D day is impending. We know 
now that the date for that conference was in accordance with the time agreed upon 
at Teheran for the invasion to begin. With proper regard for the effect especially 
upon our enemies, Prime Minister Churchill, as he has stated, believed the time 
appropriate for the. British Empire in its collective aspect, to put itself solidly 
on the map and “make all the watching world realize that it stands together, 
woven into one family of nations.” There is no question of the moral effect of 
this display of unity not only upon Germany and Japan but upon the allies of the 
tritish realm. The purpose of the conference, aside from a demonstration of in- 
tention to prosecute the war in loyalty to the allied countries, is, as Mr. Churchill 
said, to reach complete solution of all problems that confront the British Empire, 
and, he added, that vex mankind. The immediate problems, of course, are those 
of Europe, and adjustments of differences of views with- Russia, the United 
States and China. It is to be assumed that it was in accordance with the sense 
of the conference that Foreign Minister Eden declared his agreement with Secre- 
tary Hull on the de Gaulle Committee taking the leadership in establishing law

and order in France under the supervision of General Eisenhower. It is expected | 


that the Conference will declare the purpose of the Empire to use all its resources | 


in collaboration with the United States, to bring about the defeat of Japan ; and it is 
significant that Australia has reiterated that her manpower ts to be used to the 
fullest extent in the prosecution of the Pacific war. It is to be assumed, also, that 
the conference will observe the agreements on principles which have been reached 
by British and American representatives who have been surveying the issues be- 
tween their Governments. For instance, there is the tentative understanding de- 
veloped by American -and British experts rgarding the development and distribu- 
tion of the world’s oil resources. The principles adopted are, based upon equal 
opportunity for American and British nationals to develop oil resources every- 
where, free access, by consuming countries to those resources, conservation of oil, 
and its orderly marketing. Russia is being consulted about this important subject, 
and nothing will be final without her full acquiescence. The matter of the pipe lines 
which Secretary Ickes proposed be built by the United States across Saudi Arabia,

Capt. Frederick D. Rivehun has been appointed director of the clerical depart- 
ment, succeeding Capt. Robert T, Hudson, who has been enrolled in the Armored 
school’s officer advanced infantry course. 

Lt. James F. Card became the new director of the reproduction department re- 
cently, succeeding Col. John L. DePew. 

HQS, ARMORED REPLACEMENT TRAINING CENTER—Col. David A, Tay- 
lor, who served overseas with the 1st Armored Division, recently became the new 
ARTC executive officer, succeeding Col. Harvie R. Matthews. 


Army Air Forees—Important changes in the organization of the First Air Force for 
the purpose of recovering and conserving manpower have recently been put into effect 
by Maj, Gen. Frank O’D. Hunter, Commanding General. 

These changes are a direct consequence of the War Department’s decision to 
permanently assign this Air Force to the United States. In view of this it has been 
possible to dispense with ‘various mobile service companies necessary to a tactical 
force. The usual organizational structure of Personnel, Intelligence, Supply and 
Operations and Training sections has been superseded by three directorates: Direc- 
tor of Training, Director of Administration and Services and Director of Supply 
and Maintenance. ° Simultaneous to this reorganization, there has been a wholesale 
de-activation of squadrons and groups, with personnel assigned directly to each base 
headquarters. Those units remaining will be scrutinized closely to provide maximum 
utilization of personnel available. While domestic installations have been subjected 
to continuous drain in recent months, the manpower crisis will require still further 
economies. : 

Col. George T. Urbani, chief of the Supply Division, Sacramento Air Service 
Command, McClellan Field, Calif,, has left that post for an unannounced assignment. 
He is succeeded by Lt. Col. Richard L. Owen, formerly assistant chief of the Supply 
Division. 

The Eighth Air Force is making a move to eliminate overoptimism in reports of 
aircrewmen appearing in news stories describing bombing raids. Combat fliers are 
being requested to refrain from mentioning the results of a mission. Specifically 
they are requested not to mention smoke or fires rising from targets and to stop 
using terms which would indicate total demolition of targets. Many such reports. it 
was stated, have not been borne out by subsequent reconnaissance. 

A group of American observation plane pilots, growing bored with their 
observation role, decided to become bombardment pilots for a day and release cans 
of gasoline and oil over targets in Italy, The eight Piper Cub pilots reported that 
damage was confined to a fire in a tree behind the German lines. 

As an important phase of the campaign to destroy the Luftwaffe and open the 
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Reich to unlimited bombing, strating attacks on grounded planes have been success- 
ful. These attacks by AAF fighter pilots, made deep in German territory, have de- 
streved hundreds of planes in the last two months. To destroy enemy planes on these 
distant fields, the AAF’s P-47 Thunderbolts, P-51 Mustangs and P-38 Lightnings must 
dy through hundreds of miles of enemy territory and run the gauntlet of hundreds 
of ground guns. Some of these guns shoot as high as 40,000 feet, others are set to cross 
fire above the fields and even rifles and light machine guns are brought into play. 

The strafing fighter zooms down and across at speeds ranging up to 450 miles 
an hour. He flies perhaps ouly ten feet above the ground and must keep a sharp 
watch for obstructions on the airfield, buildings that usually rim it and other planes 
of his own force attacking through the dust and smoke. Unless a plane is seen to ex- 
plode and burn the pilots claim only that the enemy aircraft was damaged. Their 
reports are checked carefully with those of accompanying pilots and gun cameras, 
synchronized to operate in conjunction with the fighters’ guns, provide additional 
evidence, In a fighter pilot’s score of victories, planes destroyed on the ground are 
kept separate from those destroyed in aerial combat. One of the leading strafers in 
the European theater is Maj. James A. Goodson, a Mustang squadron commander. 
Of the 26 enemy planes that he has destroyed, 15 were on the ground. 

TRAINING COMMAND-—In collaboration with the AAF Office of Flying Safety 
the AAF Training Command has published a series of manuals reducing to words 
and pictures the science of learning to fly combat planes. The eight manuals con- 
sist of one for students and one for instructors in four phases of pilot training. These 
phases are Primary, Basic, Advanced Single-engine and Advanced Two-engine. They 
explain flying training in a clear style and are illustrated with over 1,000 cleverly 
executed cartoons, This provides the ideal solution for the serious problem of con- 
tinuity of instruction. The AAF tells the instructor in primary school to bear in 
mind constantly what will be expected of his student in basic training. Similarly the 
instructor in basic school is exhorted to be familiar with what his student was 
taught in primary and what he will have to be prepared to learn in advanced train- 
ing. The same zpplies to the advanced instructor. Available to each instructor are 
the manuals for all phases as well as his own. 


Provost Marshal General—Two awards, the Oak Leaf Cluster to the Distinguished 
Service Medal and the Legion of Merit, were presented 2 May to Maj. Gen. Allen W. 
Gullion, U, S. A., The Provost Marshal General and former Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army, by Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell, U. S. A., Commanding General, 
Army Service Forces. The presentation took place in General Somervell’s office in 
The Pentagon. 

General Gullion is being relieved as The Provost Marshal General and has been 
given an important overseas assignment. en 

Brigadier General Archer L, Lerch, U. S. Army, a member of General Gullion’s 
stuff! since August, 1941, is the acting The Provost Marshal General. 


Naval Aeronauties—Chance Vought Aircraft Division of the United Aircraft Corp., 
Stratford, Conn., on 5 May completed construction of its 3,000th F4U-1 Corsair 
fighter plane. The company is maintaining peak production of the fighters which are 
going to the United States Navy, Marine Corps and the Royal Navy. Corsairs are 
also being built by two licensees, Goodyear Aircraft and Brewster Aeronautical Corp. 


Marine Corps—The famous 1st Marine Amphibious Corps, organized in July, 1943, 
under command of Lt. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift, has a new designation—3érd 
Amphibious Corps. Under a new policy of nomenclature, the Marine amphibious troops 
attached to each fleet sill bear corps numbers corresponding to the fleet numbers. 
Accordingly,the corps will not actually be units of a certain number of divisions and 
supporting troops, as the term usually is understood, but will vary in size with the 
mission of the fleet. Some corps, therefore, may consist of only a battalion or two, 
others may number several divisions. 

Brig. Gen. Bennet Puryear, jr., USMC, was transferred to the retired list 1 May 
for physical disability, and was advanced to rank of major general on the retired list 
by reason of having been especially commended for performance of duty in actual 
combat, Also advanced on retirement by reason of being commanded for duty in com- 
hat was Col. Frank Whitehead, USMC, who also was retired for disability on 1 May.

For women, the requirement of 12/20 vision in each eye, correctible to 20/20 in each 
eye, remains in effect. ‘ 

The Commandant of the Marine Corps and, under his direction, the officer in 
charge of the Research Division, Personnel Department, have been designated to con- 
sider and adjust claims filed by Marine Corps personnel under Public Law 176, of 27

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Moral Re-Armament 


Concerning the Moral Re-Armament 
movement, Lt. Col. Robert L. Snider, AC, 
USA, now in London, writes to the ARMy 
anp NAVY JOURNAL as follows: 

“‘Napoleon’s axiom, ‘Morale is to materiel 
as three is to one’ ‘has been upset. The ratio 
now stands at six to one.’ This statement of 
General Marshall’s takes on new importance 
as we make preparations to strike with an 
jnvasion force. Our leaders know that to the 
excellence of arms and training must be added 
the decisive weapons of heart, mind and will 
to absorb the shock of battle and carry 
through to victory. 

“An important factor in building this fight- 
ing spirit on both battle front and home 
front has been the program of Moral Re- 
Armament. In a report recently published 
here a group of British leaders, political, in- 
dustrial and military, write: ‘National 
strength springs from the spirit of the 
people. In time of war that spirit is de- 
cisive, and it will be no less needed in the 
years after victory. For this reason we, with 
large numbers of representative citizens in 
this country, recognize the vital importance of 
the work for Moral Re-Armament and believe 
that they should be given every encourage- 
ment in their lessential national service. 
Their work has proved its success in bring- 
ing to life for men and women of all classes 
the great spiritual values which are the fab- 
ric of our nation and for which we battle.’ 

“The MRA programme was outlined for 

America eight months before Pearl Harbor 
in terms of sound homes, teamwork in indus- 
try and national unity in_a widely read 
handbook entitled ‘You Can Defend America’ 
with a foreword by General Pershing. This 
was dramatized in a war revue of the same 
name which in the next year and a half was 
shown before a cuarter of a million people 
in over twenty States, and which was the 
spearhead of campaigns to build a war-win- 
ning spirit throughout the nation. 

“Since Pearl Harbor Moral Re-Armament 
has been credited by competent observers 
such as Senator Truman and Congressman 
Wadsworth with increasing war production 
in many key aircraft plants and shipyards. 
Senator Truman said of MRA: ‘They have 
rendered great assistance to the all-out war 
program by creating the spirit of coopera- 
tion between management and labor, reducing 
absenteeism, heightening all-round efficiency 
and increasing production. There is not a 
single industrial bottleneck I can think of 
which could not be broken in a matter of 
weeks if this crowd were given the green 
light to go full steam ahead.’ 

“Maj. Gen. Francis B. Wilby, Superinten- 
dent of the U. S. Military Academy, after in- 
specting the results of their work on the home 
front, said: ‘This is the arm behind the 
army.’ Admiral Richard EB. Byrd described 
it as ‘the fight for a new America, strong, 
clean and united.’ ‘ 

“Here in Britain, which has faced invasion 
and blitz, MRA has played a distinctive part 
in toughening the spirit of the people.

Convalescent centers are | -cated at 
Fort George Wright, Spokane. Wash. ; 
Fort Logan, Colo; Alburquerque, N. M.; 
Nashville, Tenn.; Coral Gables, Fla.; St. 
Petersburg, Fla., and at Mitchel Field 
and Pawling, N. Y. At these centers re- 
turned casualties undergo a_ physical, 
emotional and psychological assay and 
are properly assigned in the program by 
medical officers trained in this work. Then 
ander the combined program the recon- 
ditioning begins, special treatment and 
instruction if the man returns physically 
handicapped, psychiatric treatment and 
guidance if necessary. His vocational 
training may include such subjects as 
radio, photography, metal work, wood 
work, aircraft identification and synthet- 
fe training devices. His educational 
review may include languages, mathe- 
matics, Armed Forces Institute courses, 
agriculture, bookkeepnig, typing and 
teaching methods. 

While primarily intended to return the 
men to duty, and the greater percentage 
are so returned, either to their former 
duties or to duties suitable to their pres- 
en physical condition, those whom it is 
found necessary to send back to civilian 
life have had the opportunity to plan 
their future and are turned over to the 
appropriate agency with a substantial 
background of training. 

Being based on the individual needs 
and abilities of the patients the educa- 
tional phase of the program is one of the 
greatest variety, Keeping up with the 
latest techniques and research on mili- 
tary subjects they study camouflage, land 
mines, booby traps, first aid, defense 
against chemical attack and military san- 
itation. Some patients while still con- 
fined to their beds are disassembling and 
assembling motors, generators, aircraft 
{instruments and weapons. According to 
a recent survey over 600 different sub- 
jects are now taught in the program, sub- 
jects ranging in scope from basic military 
subjects to highly technical investigative 
research. 

Hardly a subject in which a man has 
had training, desires training or evinces 
interest in is overlooked. Many of these 
subjects are those for which the man 
would not have had time in his routine 
training. Almost no morale or disciplin- 
ary problems arise where patients are 
kept busy both mentally and physically. 

A summary of the convalescent train- 
tng centers shows that the service is 
conducted with the following possibilities 
of the disposition of patients in mind: 
Return to original AAF assignment; Re- 
turn to AAF in a different assignment; 
Return to assignment within the Army; 
Return to civilian life as a socially and 
economically self-sufficient individual. 

“It is fitting,’ says General Grant, 
“that the AAF should have adopted as 
the basic philosophy behind its Con- 
valescent Training Program this phrase— 
‘The debt of disability shall be paid in the 
currency of opportunity.’ To accomplish 
this we have preached that the soldier 
must be to us a name, an individual, and 
not a mere serial number to be filed away 
or shelved when his usefulness appears 
to be at an end.” 

General Henry H. Arnold, commanding 
general of the Army Air Forces has 
Stated : 

“Our responsibility for the Air Forces 
soldier does not end when the bombs are 
dropped over the target.”

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Further developments this week in the 
case of Montgomery Ward & Co’s seizure 
by the Federal government, included: 

Arrest of Paul D. Sowell, assistant to 
the operating manager of Wards, on 
charges of destruction of government 
posters placed in the plant and of dis- 
missing employees without the knowledge 
or approval of the Department of Com- 
merce, which is supposed to be running 
the plant. 

Representatives of the National Labor 
Relations Board went ahead with plans 
for an election next Tuesday to decide 
if the CIO Mail Order, Warehouse, and 
Retail Employees’ Union represents a 
majority of the nearly 6,000 employees 
of the firm. 

The Senate specifically authorized its 
Judiciary Committee to investigate the 
Seizure by adopting a resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Byrd of Virginia. 

In the House supporters of an investi- 
gation of the affair forced a resolution 
through the Rules Committee over the 
opposition of Chairman Sabath. 

In its brief filéd in Federal Court, 
Montgomery Ward declared that “totali- 
tarian government” in the United States 
“is the logical consequence of the Gov- 
ernment’s claim of unrestricted power.” 
The company contends that it is not a 
war industry and was exempt from 
seizure. 

The Ward brief was a reply to At- 
torney General Biddle’s contention that 
President Roosevelt “has a great consti- 
tutional reserve of power as commander 
in chief of the Army and Navy.” That 
his authority was sufficient to place the 
Ward facilities in Federal hands and that 
“no business of any kind is immune from 
that power.” 

The tentative program for currency 
Stabilization agreed on by monetary ex- 
perts of the United States and some 
thirty other nations would appear to be 
an important preliminary step with 
broad possibilities. Both the Keynes and 
the White plans failed to overcome 
serious opposition because their basic 
provisions ran strongly counter to the 
dictates of vital national interests. As 
outlined, the new stabilization proposal 
actually would seem to commit the as- 
sociated nations to very little beyond the 
consultative plane. Wartime monetary 
regulations, for example, and other pres- 
ent exchange restrictions of member na- 
tions on their currencies, may be con- 
tinued for three years through the transi- 
tion period to peace and may subsequent- 
ly be maintained after discussion with 
the participating nations. Again, it is 
provided that the par value of a nation’s 
currency in terms of gold must be agreed 
upon at the time it enters the Fund but 
may be changed by 10 per cent after con- 
sulting the Fund and by an additional 
i0 per cent with the approval of the 
Fund. In addition, the joint statement of 
the monetary experts stipulates that an 
agreed uniform change may be made in 
the gold value of member currencies pro- 
vided every member country having 10 
per cent or more of the aggregate quotas 
approves. Finally, members of the Fund 
would be permitted to withdraw by giving 
notice in writing, and their obligations 
would be liquidated within a reasonable 
time.

Army Nurse Civilian Aides 

Full-time employment in military hos- 
pitals throughout the Nation of certified 
graduates of Volunteer Nurse’s Aides 
classes sponsored hy the American Red 
Cross has been authorized by Maj. Gen. 
Norman T. Kirk, U. 8S. Army, The Surgeon 
General of the Army. 

With uniforms and insignia of their 
own, this new group will be known as 
“Army Nurse’s Aides.” To qualify for ap- 
pointment as such an aide, the applicant 
must have been certified as having done 
150 hours in the accredited American Red 
Cross classes. 


Censor Critical Article 

An article critical of General Douglas 
MacArthur, written by Walter Lueas, 
British Accredited War Correspondent 
in Australia of the London Daily Ez- 
press, was barred from publication in 
Harper’s magazine by the War Depart- 
ment “on the grounds of security.” 

An editorial appeared in the current 
issue of Harper's criticising the censor- 
ship in that it prevented free discussion 
of a man who was being talked of for the 
presidency. Frederick L. Allen, editor of 
Harper’s, declined to say in what way 
the article was critical of the general but 
made publie the text of the War Depnart- 
ment letter. Title of the harred article 
was “MacArthur and His Command.” 

Asked at his press conference 4 May, 
the Secretary of War stated: “I read 
that article and it was my opinion that 
it would be harmful to troops in the 
acific area.” 


Would Commission WASPS 

The Secretary of War, at his press 
conference 4 May, stated that the War 
Department feels that qualified women 
pilots should be commissioned in the AUS 
and that provisions should be made for 
the appointment of women aviation ca- 
dets who would be commissioned as sec- 
ond lieutenants and flight officers on com- 
pletion of training. 

It appears desirable, he said. for mem- 
bers of the Women’s Air Force Service 
Pilots’ program to be subject to the same 
orders, routine, discipline, period of 
service and the like as male pilots and to 
receive insurance, hospitalization and 
other benefits. 

Questioned as to fatalities among mem- 
bers of the WASP. he stated that there 
have been 19, eight of which were in 
training and 11 in operational flights. 





Want More Landing Craft 


Legislation to authorize an additional 
million tons of landing and district craft 
for the Navy at an estimated cost of $1,- 
800,000,000 was asked of Congress this 
week by the Navy Department. 

The House and Senate Naval Affairs 
Committees promptly voted to report the 
measure favorably. 

In a letter to the Congress, Acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy Forrestal stated that 
there is a balance of less than 50,000 tons 
unallotted out of two authorizations of 
1,000,000 tons each of similar craft voted 
by Congress. 

Mr. Forrestal continued: 

“It is anticipated that on the basis of ex- 
periences to date a total authorizatioon of 1,- 
000,000 additional tons of such craft will be 
reyuired to meet the Navy's future needs, A 
more exact appraisal of these needs must, of 
course, await the outcome of the vast am- 
phibious operations which lie ahead. The ex- 
tent to which replacements will be required 
to cover losses experienced in these opera- 
tioons cannot be safely predicted. Since land- 
ing craft and district craft are not auto 
matically replaceable when lost, additional 
tonnage authorization must be obtained to 
enable such replacements to be made. In 
order to safeguard against any slackening in 
the rapidly accelerating tempo of the Allied 
attack, it is imperative that sufficient author- 
ization be made available to permit the Navy 
to meet without delay whatever contingen- 
cies may develop.” 

The present program of the Navy Depart- 
ment calls for a total of approximately 337, 
000 tons of Landing ship, medium (LSM), 
landing craft, mechanized (LCM(3) and LCM 
(6), landing craft, control, (LCC), landing 
craft, support (LCS(S)), landing craft, ve- 
hicle and personnel (LCVP), landing vehicle, 
tracked (LVT). and landing craft, rubber 
(LCR(L) and (8). 

Directives are being formulated by the 
Chief of Naval Operations for about 120, 
00 tons of district craft needed for servicing 
the fleet in newly captured harbors and for 
use at advance bases. 

The number of larger landing craft, LST’s, 
LCI (L)'s, and LCT(6)’s, required has not 
been determined but requirements in these 
types ure being studied in line with a con 
tinuing building program until it can be 
detinitely determined that there will not be 
need for such a program later in the war. 


Will Isolate Japs 

The Japanese soon will be isolated in 
the Pacific and “will wither on the vine,” 
Secretary of the Navy Knox told Senator 
ridges, of N. H., just a week before the 
Secretary’s death. 

Senator Bridges related how Colonel 
Knox had described the “badly crippled” 
state of the Navy following the Pearl 
Harbor debacle, and recounted how the 
Navy had since grown to become the 
“greatest fighting force in the world.” 

“The American people will have even 
more reason to be proud of the Navy’s 
accomplishments in the months to come, 
when we will form a steel ring around 
the possessions the Japs have acquired 
in the Pacific and will comp'etely cut 
them off from those possessions,” the 
Secretary old Senator Bridges, 

“It won’t be very long,” Colonel Knox 
continued, “until we have the Japs com- 
pletely isolated in the Pacific and they 
will wither on the vine.” 


New Combat Uniform 


Dispatches from the Fifth Army 
beachhead at Anzio this week reported 
the first use of a new combat uniform for 
U. S. Army soldiers. 

The uniform consists of dark green 
water-repellent trousers, with large 
pockets on each leg; a paratrooper style 
half-length jacket with a drawstring in- 
side instead of a belt, four pockets, two 
high and two low, and buttons on an in- 
side flap to prevent their catching on ob- 
jects while crawling. 

Completing the outfit are newtype 
boots, which are merely G. I. brogans 
With an added six-inch leather top to re- 
place the old-style canvas leggins when 
tucking in trousers.

BUY WAR BONDS! 
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Commissions For Nurse Corps 

The Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs has reported 8. 1808, the bill that 
authorizes the commissioning in the Army 
of the United States for the duration of 
the war of members of the Army Nurse 
Corps, dietitians and physical therapy 
personnel of the Medical Department of 
the Army. 

The War Department recommended 
enactment of the bill so that women of 
the Medical Department may have a 
status not inferior to that of commis- 
sioned personnel, including personnel 
commissioned in the Women’s Army 
Corps. If commissioned under this legis- 
lation, they and their dependents and 
beneficiaries would have all the rights, 
privileges and benefits accorded in like 
cases to other personnel appointed in the 
AUS, except that a uniform allowance 
would not be granted to them. 

A subcommittee of the House Military 
Committee heuded by Representative 
Sparkman, Ala., began consideration of a 
companion measure this week. 


USMA Cadets Fire On CO's 

Entering the final phase of their offi- 
cer’s training here at the United States 
Military Academy, the cadets of the First 
Class, who have elected Tank Destroyer, 
Armored Force or Cavalry for their 
branch of service, are using service am- 
munition during their practical instruc- 
tion this spring in the rough terrain of 
West Point’s newly developed Popolopen 
Training Area. 

Under the direction of Lt. Colonel 
Stone, commanding officer of the Armored 
Force Detachment at the Military Acad- 
emy, the cadets are receiving advanced 
training in the use of the M-8 Armored 
Car equipped with a 37-mm. gun and a 
30 caliber machine gun; the Light M-5 
Tank, the M-3 Half-Track, the Medium 
General Sherman Tank M4-A8 design and 
many other types of armored equipment. 

To test the efficiency of the equipment 
during their recent inspection of the 
training area, Maj. Gen. Francis B. Wil- 
by, Superintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy and Brig. Gen. George Honnen, Com- 
mandant of Cadets, rode in a General 
Sherman Medium Tank while cadets man- 
ning machine guns in an M-8 Armored 
Car, and M-5 Light Tank and an M4-A38 
Medium Tank fired 400 rounds of caliber 
.30 ball ammunition at their high-ranking 
superiors. 

The brief ride of the two Generals 
under fire of the cadets marked the first 
time in the history of the Academy in 
which the Superintendent or the Com- 
mandant had ever been before a “firing 
squad” of cadets. Needless to say, the 
light ammunition bounced off the big 
tank like rain. 


Care of Discharged Minors 

To provide transportation to their 
homes of persons discharged from the 
Naval service hecanse of minority at 
time of enlistment and to permit them 
to receive pay to the date of their dis- 
charge, the Navy Department has this 
week requested necessary legislation, In 
resnonse to the request. Senator 
Walsh. Mass., has introduced S. 1894. 

In the letter requesting the legislation, 
Acting Secretary Forrestal wrote that 
“the Navy Department is of the opinion 
that separating them from the service 
without furnishing them with franspor- 
tation is barely short of contrilnting to 
the delinqneney of a minor.” The Navy 
Denartment estimated that the total of 
such enses In the eoming fisenl year in 
the Navy. Marine Corns, and Coast 
Guard will be around 1,000. 


To Studv Rehabilitation
